Courts and juries are inclined,to give full weight to all rea- 


sonablfe damage claims., It sometimes seems as if they 'go fully 
far enough in Ihis direction, particularly in cases^where cor- 
porations are the defendants, U is certain that corporations in 
many cases settle claims which they know to be unjust rather 
trjan tak'e their chances In court. . 


The correction of this abuse lies chiefly with the courts, 


which should promptly sift out Hie flimsy cases and cause it to 
be understood that to collect damages one must have some 
ground to stand upon besides the "need of the money."
